This  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  in¬ 
creased  amount  of  gas  supplied  to  the 
townships  of  Montclair  and  Bloom¬ 
field,  with  that  needed  for  private  con¬ 
sumption.  .  It  is  ty  be  hoped  that  tbjw 
increase  in  the  plant  will  insure  ;a 
more  steady  and  satisfactory  light 
The  signing  of  the  township  contract 
fpr  another  year  should  not  remove 
the  question  of  cheap  gas  from  the 
consideration  of  the  people.  While  it 
would  not  perhaps  be  wise  or  just  to 
force  low  prices  at  once,  there  should 
be  continual  progress  in  that  direc¬
